“EDUCATION IN. PHILIPPINES. 


COMMISSION FROM UNITED 
STATES. seen 


A Commission of nine educators from 
the, United States is now in the Philip- 
pines to inake a survey of the educational 
system of the Philippine" Islands‘and ex- 
pects. to assembl: facts and not to outline 

) according to a statement made by 

. Paul Monroe, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, Chairman ofthe Commission. 

“We have cone to survey the educa. 
tional system of the Philippines,” said 
Dr. Monroe. “ We have many hopes and 
definite ‘plang that’we may achieve good 
results, but for the present wa) have ‘no- 
thing to say. After the job is done, we 
shall be glad to. tell what we think abouts 
it, but!"just now there is notbing to be 
said exeept that we are here. We come 
with .open minds, anxious to co-operate 
lia very way with local influences and 
to give our pest efforts to the task which 
thas been laid out for us, 

“We'"shall attempt to, ascertain how 
much it costs: per etpita to send a child 
through the seventh grade and how mnch 
through high school, and compare this 
cost with that in the United -States. and 
other countrics. We shal] Jay these facts 
before educatidnal authorities, but we 
shall not attempt to say whether the 
appropriations for education should be 
inerensed or diminished. That will be 
up fo your legislative authoritics..” We 
have, uot. come to criticiso,; but. to help 
you in-your educational work.” 

‘The Commission expects to spénd. three 
or four months ia the Philippines; visit 

ing public schools and- private: institu- 
tions throughout the islands. The mem- 
berg will be, divided into groups as far 
us possible in order, to cover the widest 
possible scope. 7 

Regarding - the scope of the: Cominis- 
sion’s -wotk, Vice-Governor. Eugene: A. 
Gilmore, ex-officio Secretary of. Public 
Instruction, said: .““‘ These educational 
experts: will be charged with the duty of 
making an impartial, dispassionate 
judgment. of what has been accomplished 
fa nearly twenty-five years, since the oc- 
cupation.of the islands by thé Americans. 
The Board’ is to make a careful conside- 
ration. of what improvements, if any, 
shouldbe made in order to have a moro 
effective educational, system. . It will con- 
sider to what: extent ‘education bas con- 
tributed and can‘ contribute to the better- 
ment of the inlands and their. inhabit- 
ants. ° 
. The scope. of this marvey. will include 
avery. school inthe archipelago from the 
lowent ta the highest institution of-learn- 
ing. The: Board ‘will, undertake to make 
a complete and compreheusive stady,. of 
educition in the Philir and all edu- 
cational. centres, - facilities and 
including public and priv ; 
of. every kind.”’. :

The Arsenal was estabilshed. in Shang- 
hai well over 50 years ago’; the original 
harsenal was in Naaking, and the scheme 
for reniaving it “to Shanghai emanated 
from ‘the brains of the powerful. Viceroy. 
Tsetiz Kno Fan and the yet more famous 
Li Hung Chang. The Imperial “Goverrn- 
meat at that time was seized with a craze’ 
Nior aw modern army well: equipped with 
heavy artillery, with the,result that the 
Kiangnan Arsenal was built to manufac- 
ture anything from avMauser pistol to a 


12-inch gun, and actually has maaufac- |‘ 


tured several oP vsboacwcolossal weapons. 
These works, built by Mr. N. E. Cornish 
(who is in Shanghai" still) at the order 
of the Imperial! Government, have equip- 
ped most-of the forts.in China. To-day, 
however, the guns are obsolete, and 
though they fire a° buge shell which ean 
inflict terrible damige if it strikes any- 
thing, they; could be out-ranged by the 
guns on oven the smallest of foreign men- 
of-War in Chinese waters. 

But. where the Arsenal has proved 
roally useful has been if the manufac. 
[ture of rifles and pistols for equipping 
the various armies who have had contro} 
of- it, together with the necessary am- 
raunition. Included in the Arsenal is a 
large and fairly well equipped rifle fac- 
tory, originally designed for making the 
old Remington rifle, and afterwards used
